3, At 500 a„m. on 18 T'ay, 36 slngle-eneine groimd attack airoraft, includlng 
somó v/ith armamenfc in the cockpit and pointing to the rear, were parked 
in front of the closed hangars. Twenty-four of the planes were parked in 
two rows, 7 in one row, and 5 without any particular order. There was local 
flying vdth 12 to 15 of thess planes between 600 a„ra„ and 1 p„m„ Mo 
motor vehicles were parked at the take=off point„ Afc about 8 p 5 m„, O 
transpcrts landed at the field, as has been repeateSly observed., Since the 
planea were not seen at the field durlng the day and there was not enough 
parkini; space in the hangars it is believed that the planes always left 
the field the same nighto *
